ADM. SCHEER SUNK 
AT KIEL BASE 


LONDON, April 11.—(7)— 
The German 10,000-ton pocket 
battleship Admiral Scheer— 
one of the two most formid- 
able warships left in the Ger- 
man navy—has been bombed 
and sunk at the Kiel naval 
base, the British Air Minis- 
try announced tonight. 

It was another crippling 
blow to Germany’s fast-wan- 
ing might. The loss leaves 
Germany only one other pock- 
et battleship, the Luetzow, and 
the most serious disaster to 
the German navy since the 
sinking of the big battleship 
Tirpitz last November. 

British Lancastefs sent the 
Scheer to the bottom with 
their bombs last Monday night 
as it rode moored in the in- 
ner basin at Kiel naval base, 
the ministry said.

Dutch Hatred 
For Reich To 
GoOnand On

WPTH THE CANADIAN ARMY 
IN HOLLAND, April 10.—( NANA) 
(Delayed)—Of all the white-hot 
hate: directed against the Germans 
by the nations of the world, per- 
haps the most intense is that of the 
Dutch people. Despite the suffer- 
ing and indignities inflicted upon 
them during the past five years, 
they feel that by far the greatest 
crime the Nazis have yet perpetrat- 
ed lies in the decision of the Ger- 
man high command to make a 
battlefield of northwest Holland, 
including the Hook, containing 
Amsterdam and The Hague. 

In no other liberated country 
of western Europe has this corre 
spondent noted such flaming en- 
mity as the Dutch feel for the 
Germans because of the impend- 
ing ordeal for this already lacerat- 
ed, tortured section of Holland. It 
is a type of enmity which will re- 
quire generations to erase. 
CURIOUS PROBLEM 

Holland has been a curious prob- 
lem for the Allies. Since October, 
the Dutch government has put 
pressure on Gen. Eisenhower to 
mount an offensive for the lib- 
eration of Amstérdam and other 
cities, but the Allies felt it would 
mean less suffering for the peo- 
ple if the easterly direction of the 
spring offensive forced the Ger- 
mans to retire from Holland with- 
out a battle. 

During the last two months, the 
Allies did everything in their pow- 
er to avoid making a battlefield

2,144 German planes, 406 of them 
yesterday, in widespread attacks 
on German airfields in continua-

Two enemy jet-propelled plane 
bases again were among today’s 
Eighth Air Force targets. 

Thousands of tactical Air Force 
fighter-bombers and mediums con- 
centrated in good weather on the 
heavily pounded Leipzig area 
ahead of the American First, 
Third and Seventh armies. 


HIT “PRIORITY TARGETS” 


More than 1,300 Fortresses and

150 Superforts Hammer Tokyo 
In Two-Hour Daylight Raid

Tokyo caught it again yesterday 
from the Superfortresses—perhaps 
more than 150 of them-—supported 
by fighters of the Seventh Air 
Force. 

The 270th Air Force announced 
the daylight raid (today, Tokyo 
time) struck industrial targets in 
the Japanese capital and in the 
general area, the B-29s operating 
in very large force. 


The announcement, giving no 
details, termed it a “three-way” 
attack by the 2lst Bomber Com- 
mand from the Marianas Islands. 
It did not elaborate on the expres- 
sion. Military men took it to mean 
the planes swept in from different 
directions.

Reds Storm Danube Canal

ALLIES OPEN SLAUGHTERHOUSES 


Millions Murdered 
In Nazi Death Plant

Allied armies driving the Nazis back from occupied territory 
have uncovered a series of death camps in which more than 5,817,000 | 
civilians, slave laborers and prisoners of war are alleged to have 
' died. 

Included in this figure was a listing by the International Church 
Movement Ecumenical Refugee Commission of 1,715,000 Jews it said 
were killed by the Germans at the Oswiecim (Auschwitz) and nearby 
Birkenau concentration camps in Polish Silesia. 


5,000,000 Killed in 10 Months 


Dr. Bela Fabian, president of the dissolved Hungarian Independent 
Democratic party, who said he himself escaped from Oswiecim, told 
Associated Press Correspondent Thoburn Wiant near Erfurt, Ger- 
many, yesterday that a total of 5,000,000 Jews had been killed there 
in 10 months. 

If Dr. Fabian’s figures are accurate and include the deaths pre- 
viously reported by the Refugee Commission, the total for the 
camps already uncovered would exceed 8,285,000. 

A spokesman for the American Jewish Committee Library in New 
York said it had no figures to substantiate Dr. Fabian’s report, but 
that it estimated a total of 4,000,000 to 5,000,000 Jews had been | 
killed or had died throughout Europe since the war began.

MIGHT OF EUROPE’S ARMY AIR FORCE 
PACIFIC-BOUND SOON AFTER V-E 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—(UP)—Except for a small occu- 
pational army air force to be kept in Germany, all AAF units 
and personnel which can be used effectively against Japan will 
be sent to the Pacific after V-E Day, an air force spokesman 
disclosed today. 

Declaring that the Japanese would be given no chance to 
make “any kind of comeback” after Germany’s defeat, he said 
it would be a long time before any substantial number of air 
force men are demobilized. 

Of air force personne! eligible for demobilization under the 
Army’s point score system, only those in the United States on 
V-E Day may expect to be discharged before redeployment to 
the Pacific is completed, he said. 

Some air force personne! shifted from Europe to the Pacific 
will go by way of the United States, and will receive furloughs 
to visit their homes—but others Will be sent directly from 
Europe.

Dying, Broken Hitler 
‘Out,’ Press Asserts, 
But Eden Is Dubious 


LONDON, April 11.—(4)—The 
British press reported without con- 
firmation today that Adolf Hitler, 
broken in health and perhaps 
dying, has been forced by the 
Nazis to yield control over the top- 
pling Reich to Heinrich Himmler. 

Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden 
was asked in commons whether he 
could confirm a report that Hitler 
had been assassinated, but he 
brushed it aside in a manner indi- 
cating he gave it no credence. 

The London newspapers ampli- 
fied a report issued by the British 
Press Association which said its 
diplomatic correspondent has au- 
thoritative information that Hitler 
already has been superseded by 
Himmler, and that Hitler is “a 


| dying. man.” 

Regardless of whether the. re- 
ports of Hitler’r last days are pre- 
mature, the spectacular advances 
of Gen. Eisenhower’s armies to 
ward a linkup with the Russians 
left no doubt that the Third Reich 
is See emp and that if Himmler 
actually is taking over from Hitler, 
he is becoming the head of a state 
which virtually has ceased to exist. 

It is e here that V-Day 
in Europe be declared once 
Eisenhower’s forces have linked 
with the Russians, and the Rus- 
sian and American high commands 
have decided that organized re- 
sistance on both the eastern and 
western fronts has been liquidated. 

London newspapers gave signi- 
ficance to a German radio broad- 
cast announcing that Himmler had 
decreed Germany would 
this year with its usual celebration 
of Hitler’s birthday April 20 “in 
view of the war situation.” 

The German radio, however, 
also broadcast that Hitler himself 
had ordered today the creation of 
a new desperation defense organ!- 
zation, presumably a sort of com- 
panion guerrilla unit to the Were- 
wolves. 

The new unit is called the “Vol- 
unteer Corps Adolf Hitler” and 
has orders to “beat the enemy 
wherever he is net,” but the 
broadcast did not make clear how 
Hitler hoped this could be done 
since it mentioned as the volun- 
teers’ only government-furnished 
equipment arms, bicycles, 
boots and mess outfits. 

The Werewolves were organized 
to fight secretly behind the lines, 
but the Volunteer Hitler Corps, the 
broadcast indicated, would fight in 


the open. 


Russia's Attitude on Poland 
Causes Fear of New Big 3 Row 


WASHINGTON, Azril 11.—({P)' 
A new break within the Big Three} 
is feared in diplomatic quarters 
here in connection with word from 
London that. Prime Minister 
Churchill is readying a discussion 
on unhappy Poland. 

Already there is more than dis- 
satisfaction on the part of the 
United States and England about 
Russia’s attitude—and vice versa. 

Churchill is to address the house 
of commons Thursday of next 
week. No one in responsible posi- 
tion here will predict he will have 
anything good to say about prog- 
ress toward establishing the Yalta- 
proposed “national unity” govern- 
ment for Poland. 

It appears implicit in London’s 
news on Churchill that the British 
are telling Moscow that the facts 
of a very unhappy condition could 
not be kept much longer secret. 
Also that if Moscow wants to help 
avoid an outbreak of trouble just 
prior to the San Francisco confer- 
ente of United Nations it should 
co-operate quickly for a solution. 

The tendency both here and in 
London is to put most of the re- 


sponsibility for the bogging down 


sians. 

The impression in Washington is 
that the Soviets have taken the po- 
sition that the Yalta agreement 
provided merely for broadening 
but not for reorganizing the pres- 
ent Warsaw government. 

English and American foreign 
policy chiefs take the line that a 
really new government should be 
set up at Warsaw,/including not 
only leaders of the present Soviet- 
sponsored regime but-also Polish 
leaders from both inside and out- 
side the country who would be ac- 
ceptable to the United States, Rus- 
sia and Britain. 

The question is becoming urgent 
because of an apprehension held 
by diplomatic officials here that 
the Polish situation may go on be- 
ing, in peace as in war, one of the 
real sources of division umong the 
Allies.

South Has Golden Chance To Share 


In Postwar Expansion, Ezekiel Says 


By WELLINGTON WRIGHT. 


The golden opportunity to share 
in the coming postwar industrial 
expansion in the United States 
now confronts the south, accord- 
ing to Mordecai Ezekiel, noted 
economist and statistician, and ‘if 
the south neglects that opportuni- 
ty it may not come again in this 
century. 

Dr. Ezekiel, economic adviser to 
the secretary of agriculture, in 
Washington, spoke here last night 
at the conference of the Southern 
Regional Council, now in session 
at the Biltmore hotel. His topic 
was “Southern Postwar Agricul- 
ture.” 

Ezekiel made aé_e challenging 
analysis of probable postwar eco- 
nomic conditions in the south, not

must be 57 or 58 million jobs, 12 
million more than existed in 1939 
and five million more than exist 
at the peak wartime employment 
figure of 52 million civilian jobs. 

The only way to create those 
extra jobs, says Ezekiel, is through 
an expansion of industry and a 
large part of this expansion must 
be new industry.

During that 
period, if we are to achieve full 
employment, the nation must cre- 
ate new peacetime jobs for many 
millions more workers than it ever 
employed in peace. 

“If the south pushes industrial- 
ization vigorously in that period,

ganize its agriculture for greater 
efficiency and better incomes with- 
out public supports. 

STRONG COMPETITION 


“Once that period is®past and 
the new industries are created 
over the country as a whole, the 
south can expand further only 
in strong competition for markets 
and for workers with industries 
already established in other parts 
of the country.” 

In discussing postwar agricul- 
ture in the south, Ezekiel made 
some arresting analyses and then 
offered the probable. solutions, 
There will be a strong tendency, 
he said, to concentrate the grow- 
ing of cotton into the hands that 
can raise it most efficiently and 
at least cost. This will result in 
the elimination of many thousands 
of small growers. Then, Ezekiel 
suggests that in the postwar pe- 
riod farmers, and especially cot- 
ton growers, drop the practice of 
government-supported prices and, 
instead, sell their cotton in the 
world market at world prices with 
the government, if necessary, mak- 


lation of the south, Such crops in- 
clude: beef cattle, dairying, truck 
gardening and allied products. As 


a result of these probable trends, 


Ezekiel predicted that within 10 
years the south would have larger 
farms and fewer’ farmers, losing 
in that period about one-third of 
its postwar farm population. This 
group, he continued, would find 
employment in the south’s expand- 
ing industry. 

EXPECTS INCOME INCREASE 


As a result of all this, Ezekiel 
said that the south’s farm income 
would go up. On that topic, he 
said: 

“With high national employment 
after the war, and with the new 
system of farming, the average 
net income of the southern farm 
family would increase from about 
$1,500 under present-day wartime 
conditions to about $2,000 postwar.

The prisoner, taken at Dun- 
kerque in 1940, had a fantastic 
escape tale. He was a medic and 
had been working four years un- 
loading coal in East Prussia. He 
escaped, fell in with an English- 
speaking German woman with 
four children who had relatives in 
England. She befriended him and 
obtained false Wehrmacht papers 
for him which stated that he was 
assigned to work for her, helping 
to take care of the children in 
fleeing from Prussia to Lage, near 
Bielefeld. In the full uniform of a 
British soldier he traveled through 
Danzig to Lage just in time to 
meet the Americans. 

He said Danzig Germans want- 
ed to declare the city open and 
let the Russians enter, that Ger- 
man forces were in confusion and 
that many soldiers were hanged 
for desertion. He said he saw 
many hanged publicly. Both he 
and the German woman reported 
seeing a great number of German 
troops on the eastern front and 
almost none on the western front 
in the Hannover area. Hannover, 
they said, was a city of the dead, 
with not a single factory working 
as a result of American air raids. 

The prisoner’s story of many 
Germans being hanged for deser- 
tion or being AWOL was verified 
by a German soldier at a Russian 
prisoner of war camp who was a 
clerk in a military court. He said 
more Germans were tried by the 
court and shot in recent weeks for 
deserting their jobs than Russians. 

“The SS also punished their 
families,” he added. 


WLB Head Sees 
Wage Hike Hopes 


NEW “YORK, April 11.—(49— 
General wage increases even 
while present governmental con- 
trols remain in effect after the 
war ends were seen today as a 
possibility by War Labor Board 
Chairman George W. Tayi¢ 

“General wage increases 
Taylor said in a speech preps 
for delivery before the American 
Management Association, “may 
possibly return to the economic 
picture while governmental con- 
trols are retained as growing 
availability of manpower and ci- 
vilian goods relieves the inflation- 
ary pressures which originally 
caused the government to restrict 
general wage adjustments to the 
limitations of the Little Steel 
Formula. 


“It may be that the first step 
away from the general rule of no 
more general wage increases may 
take the form of selective adjust- 
'ments in hourly rate to meet spe- 
cific problems in: specific indus- 
tries. This is a matter, however, 
which lies in the future.” 


The Little Steel Formula limits 
wage increases to 15 per cent of 
rates in effect on Jan, 1, 1941, Dr. 
Taylor said that formula had 
been inaugurated not only to place 
a ceiling on wage increases, but 


“to assure lagging groups of work- 
ers of at least a 15 per cent in- 
crease.” 

The WLB has been “acutely 
aware of the necessity for pre- 
venting wage increases which re- 
quire price increases” during the 
war, Dr. Taylor said, and only 
about 1,000 out of 360,000 cases 
handled by the board required 
price increases.

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Time To Think of the Future 


Atlanta is currently cooperating whole- 
heartedly with the Office of Defense 
Transportation’s wartime ban on conven- 
tions. It is a logical restriction, the need for 
which is recognized by all who are will- 
ing and eager to make any indicated sacri- 
fice to aid in bringing an early victory. 


The war, however, will not be with us 
always. Much sooner than many anticipate 
may come the day when conventions again 
are an integral aspect of our democratic 
system of free enterprise. Atlanta, long 
recognized as the convention city of the 
south, must be prepared to meet the de- 
mands which will be placed upon our fa- 
cilities when that day comes. 


To attract our share of the many trade 
exhibits, new products shows and other 
types of conventions which will be neces- 
sary to the reintroduction of civilian 
goods to the postwar market, city fathers 
have had prepared and published a splen- 
did pamphlet outlining the advantages 
which Atlanta offers. This includes trans- 
portation information, stressing he city’s 
accessibility; views of the gigantic munici- 


pal auditorium, emphasizing its ability to 
accommodate gatherings and displays of 
every scope and nature, and general data 
concerning the city and its environs. 


It is a splendid presentation of the 
many fine features which Atlanta offers 
as a convention city. And it should serve to 
attract an even greater share of the na- 
tion’s conventions than was our prewar lot. 


That mearig that private enterprise 
must prepare now to meet the demands. 
It means that the large additions currently 
planned for three downtown hotels must 
be built as soon as possible, that others 
must be planned. It means that cafe and 
restaurant owners must plan for expan- 
sion, too; that transportation and enter- 
tainment facilities must be co-ordinated 
and augmented. And it means, above all 
else, that every Atlantan must become con- 
vention-conscious, that we must recognize 
that delegates are guests of the city and 
are to be accorded every kindness and 
courtesy. 

Atlanta has a great future as a conven- 


tion city in the postwar era. We must pre- 
pare now to meet it.

A Real Problem---and an 


Disposal of some 15 billion dollars’ 
worth of government-owned war plants 
has long been recognized as one of the 
biggest problems of reconversion. 


And yesterday’s announcement of ap- 
proximately a 10 per cent reduction in 
ammunition schedules serves as another 
warning that the problem is an immediate 
and pressing one. 


Eighty government-owned war plants 
have already been declared excess or sur- 
plus. More facilities, some which have 
never been completed, are daily being add- 
ed to the list. 


Last month disposal of plant sites and 
plants—none of the latter of which had 
been completed—brought in $761,000, or 
70 per cent of their $1,094,000 original cost. 
This is a good proportion of the construc- 
tion outlay, a much better proportion, un- 
less we miss our guess, than will be main-

The answer to the disposal problem 
may well lie, as Rogers Stevens, chief of 
the Industrial Plants Division of the 
SWPC, suggested to a special conference 
on the south’s postwar economy yesterday, 
in a program of multiple tenancy, the sub- 
letting of space to various small industries 
in excessively large plants. 


Of one phase of the question we believe 
the bulk of the public is in general agree- 
ment: plants should be disposed, not to the 
highest bidder, but with an eye to main- 
taining employment. 


It will be far better in the long run if 
a plant is sold for a million dollars to an 
organization which will maintain a sizable 
pay roll in the community than if it is dis- 
posed of for two million for use as a ware- 
house.

Dogs Are the Best 
Factor for Morale 


TEHRAN, Jran.—(By Mail)—“Arky” is the 
inspiration of this piece. “‘Arky” is an Iranian 
mut. He is a product of the canine melting pot. 

But he is a lucky dog. A very lucky dog. 

“Arky” is one of the estimated 4,000,000 GI pets which will 
be brought back to the United States when the war ends. There 
will be monkeys, parrots,.a few cats, a donkey or so. But mostly 
there will be dogs—all muts. 

A short six months ago “Arky” was a forlorn, dirty, miser- 
able wretch of a mongrel pup. His ribs showed. His eyes were 
furtive and afraid. Life had kicked him around and there was 
not much food in the alleys of Tehran. 

No one knows how he wandered into Camp Amirabad, the 
Persian’ Gulf Command headquarters post here. 

After that it was all fixed, even if he didn’t know it. He had 
reached dog heaven. Dog heaven is anywhere the Americans camp. 
As I write, “Arky,” his coat pure white and combed, is suffering 
from distemper. But he will get well. “Arky” couldn’t have be- 
come one of the several hundred pampered pets, wearing a collar 
and eating the best scraps the American taxpayer can afford, and 
go pass out with-distemper. But, as I write, a whole barracks is 
in an uproar. There are loud and splendid curses directed at the 
innocent camp vet who has gone off on a seven-day pass to Jeru- 
salem. The poor man is cursed to hell and back again. A sergeant, 
his assistant, also is cursed as far back as his great grandparents 
because he had the temerity to be in Tehran for the afternoon when 
“Arky” came down with a hot nose, a wobbling gait and no desire 
to romp and play. He lays in his corner, looking with puzzled eyes 
at all his friends. 

At last the sergeant is located in a downtown beer joint and 
prescribes sulfa drugs. No, he can’t get them because the supply 
is locked up. I recall that I have in my bag a small box given 
me in Italy, a dozen or so tablets. We hurry to my quarters and 
get them and I am allowed to push one down “Arky’s” throat and 
hold his mouth closed until he swallows. It is all very exciting. 
Since I am getting an early morning plane for India I am prom: 


ised a letter informing me how “Arky” fares, 

In a dozen camps I have visited to date no one 
Camp Dogs feature of camp life has struck me so much. as the 
camp dogs. The officers allow them because nothing contributes 
so much to morale as a dog. A dog is better than all the sports 
news on the radio or in the camp newspapers. It is better than 
jazz music. 

I don’t know about dogs. I always have been a softy about 
dogs and I don’t think I have ever been without a dog. I recall 
my first dog, presented to me at the stately age of one day. He 
was called “Beaver” and lived to be about 12. 

Dogs, and the affection of dogs, have been made the subjects 
of many trite axioms and worse “tributes.” The one by the late 
Sen. Vest is, to my mind, one of the worst, although you wil! find 
it in all the collections, so called. 

As far as I know, Thomas Hardy, the poet and novelist, is 
the only.man who wrote the other way. He wrote a poem about 
a beautiful girl who died. Her lover went after another girl and 
never visited her grave. Her parents soon forgot their grief. Her 
friends found other friends. But, one day she heard a scratching 
on her grave and she called up, “Is it you, my faithful little dog, 


. who’ is the only one to remember me and come and scratch above 


my grave?” 

And the little pooch answered, in very great surprise indeed, 
that he had quite forgot she was buried there but was merely seek- 
ing a bone he had buried somewhere in the neighborhood. Hardy 
did not supply the young lady’s answer. I assume she became 
very bitter about things. 

Hardy was a cynical man, as almost any GI can tell you. 

A Show There was a show here the other day worth a lot of 
pictures. The vet received his first supply of anti- 
rabies shots and all dogs had to be inoculated. 

There was a great line of men with their dogs. There were 
large dogs, small ones, medium dogs. There were funny dogs, ugly 
dogs and cute ones. There were fuzzy ones, curly-haired ones, 
short-haired ones. Almost every known breed could be picked out 
here and there in the various features and conformations of the 
muts. 

Yelps and sometimes howls came from the vet’s building. But, 
as more and more dogs went in and came out, the atmosphere was 
filled with boasting. 

“Myrtle didn’t cry at all... . Bill didn’t even jump when the 
needie went in. ... The vet said that Reagan was the very bes 
of all. ... That big mut of the sergeant’s almost threw a fit... .” 

And so it went until the last dog was needled and the camp re- 
turned to its routine. ' 

So, when the war is done, there will be coming to America 
thousands of new dogs, all happy mongrels who have forgotten 
Arabic, Iranian, German, French, Russian, Indian and Chinese, 
and who respond eagerly to the well-known phrases which every 
American dog owner employs. 

The best morale factor in the camps are not the USO shows, 
the radio or the sports news items—but the dogs. They are around 
all the time, supplying that personal interest and affection which 
lonely men miss most of all. 

I must now sign off and go say good-bye to “Arky.”

rected is in full swing. Driving towards Limburg and Alsfeld 
partly over Hitler’s celebrated Reichsautobahn, we passed thou- 
sands, mostly French and Russian soldiers, liberated from prison 
camps by American armies. 

They plodded towards the rear in groups from 10 to 40, al- 
though a few walked singly or in pairs. There were some civilians 
too—chiefly Russian, although a few may have been Poles. 

All-were going to designated assembly centers where they will 
be organized for the remainder of their journeys. Some walked 
empty-handed, some carried sacks, suitcases or small boxes, some 
pulled little German hand carts, and a few pushed wheelbarrows. 

Some wore uniforms in good condition. Others wore hodge- 
podge military and civilian costumes. Nearly all seemed warmly 
enough clad for walking—it was evident that many had scrounged 
sweaters and shoes from the Germans along their route. Indeed, 
when we arrived at Alsfeld we found that liberated Russians and 
French had discovered a warehouse well stocked with clothing and 
bolts of cloth. Besides reoutfitting themselves for the trek some 
were taking cloth to make new suits or dresses on their arrival 
home. An American officer was sent to take the situation in hand. 
As American forces have strict rules against looting, he was sup- 
posed to stop this self-help, although we didn’t hear the results. 
Old Stuff Long before we came along, the trekking liberated 

had ceased saluting and waving at American ve- 
hicle moving to the front. They had seen too many of our vehicles 
traveling along the autobahn. This highway, incidentally, is all it 
has been advertised to be. It is comparable to our best parkways 
and is now serving the purpose for which it was built, except that 
the motor vehicles on it are American and are moving in the wrong 
direction from the German viewpoint. 

Most of the liberated had already walked a good many kilometers 
and had more to go before reaching the designated assembly points. 
Now and then a group of French were headed by a small tri-color. 
The color-bearer usually walked erect to get the flag at a good 
angle—flags had been handed out farther up by French officers and 
Red Cross workers supervising evacuation. Occasionally a truck 
came along crammed Wwith French or Russians, but there-weren’t 
many trucks going towards the rear. > 

Whenever we stopped and called to a bunch of these hiking 
former prisoners their faces would light up instantly and we were 
surrounded by smiles and chatter. The French had been prisoners 
almost five years. 


Russians Most Russians we talked with said that they had been 

prisoners for three years—at least that is what we 
thought they said after we had experimented with mixtures of 
German, French and sign language. Many Russians had western- 
style letters “USSR” or simply “SR” crudely painted on the backs 
of their blouses or coats. “SR” we discovered was intended to 
stand for Soviet Russia. They didn’t want Americans to mistake 
their nationality. The leader of this group pointed towards the 
woods ahead and, said, ““Deutsch partisans.” We had already heard 
that the day before a few Germans had been sniping from these 
woods, but they didn’t shoot while we were around. 

After passing around cigarets we parted. I said something like 
“Hail Stalin.” The leader of the group instantly replied, “Hail 
Roosevelt,” and others took up the cry and waved until we were 
out of sight. 

The previous day near Frankfurt, when we had stopped at a 
road fork, a solitary bareheaded young man in nondescript dress 
had come along. He identified himself with a broad grin as Rus- 
sian. After we had tried to exchange a few ideas in piecemeal 
German, he tapped the top of his head and said, “Hitler.” He ran 
his right forefinger quickly along the right side of his neck and 
said, “Russke.” Then he ran his left forefinger along the left.side 
of his neck and said, “Amerikanischer.”. Then he tapped his chin 
and threw his head way beck and said, “Kaput,” followed by a 
hearty guffaw. Then he grasped my right hand in both of his and 
pressed it to his lips. Before I had decided the proper response 
he was off down the road with a parting grin and wave of his hand.

Food Outlook 
Gloomy 


When Wallace was killing pigs 
and plowing under crops to create 
an artificial scarcity to keep prices 
up, I said it was foolish and wick- 
ed and pleaded for a different 
policy. 

Private citizens, assuming that 
the future will be like the present, 
seldom plan ahead or look ahead. 
But public officials, who are trust- 
ed with power, should have sense 
enough to realize that nothing is 
static and nothing certain but 
change. Like Joseph in Egypt, they 
should know that good years are 
followed by bad. 


Instead of limiting production, 
they should have encouraged it 
and used public money to have the 
surplus processed and saved. We 
could use that wasted pork now. 


Even after we went to war the 
waste of food continued, both in 
the Army and by careless civil- 
ians. Great quantities were allow- 
ed to spoil for want of pickers and 
processors—while millions of peo- 
ple loafed in town. 


Again I warned that we were 
inviting disaster. Despite present 
abundance, a year or two o 
drouth in the chief food producing 
countries would bring the whole 
world to starvation. 

Few people realize how helpless 
man is and how precarious his ex- 
istence. In ancient times people 
starved for want of machines to 
harvest big crops and for want of 
any way to preserve a surplus. 
Now, with machinery and fertiliz- 
ers to produce abundance, we feel 
safe. So we leave our soil exposed, 
to blow away and wash away, and 
continue practices that steadily 
lower the permanent water level 
below the surface. 

Man’s life depends on water. 
Most of our trees and perennial 
plants would die if they had to de- 
pend on rainfall alone. And count- 
less millions of growing things 
have died in the last year in the 
southern half of the world. 

That hemisphere is having the 
worst drouth in the memory of 
man. Australia, which has provid- 
ed much food for our soldiers, was 
a dust bowl last summer. Its 
wheat crop was 106,000,000 bush- 
els short; meat production off 10 
per cent. 

Argentina, which-long boasted 
of its abundance, has little of any- 
thing to export. Its wheat crop fell 
104,000,000 bushels below normal; 
its corn crop was short 284,000,000 
bushels. Its pastures died. 


North Africa, which normally 
feeds a large part of southern Eu- 
rope, is not able to feed itself. 
Speaking to a party conference 

March 15, Churchill said: 
“Nothing is more clear than that 
when the war is over the world 
will face an acute shortage of food 
for several years.” 

Drouth in one place and flood 
in another can make that shortage 
a greater disaster than war itself. 
And if we do less than our utmost 
to produce all the food we can, 
our folly and guilt will be greater 
than before, for now we know the 
measure of the danger.

Mahatma Must Be

Mahatma Gandhi celebrated his 75th birt 
day this week by resolving to live another 50 
years.

New Jap Cabinet Significant 


WASHINGTON.—The one definite conclusion of Far Eastern 
experts with respect to Japan's third war cabinet, headed by Adm. 
Kantaro Suzuki, is that the swashbuckling Kwatung army clique, 
which reached its zenith when Gen. Hideki Tojo became premier 
just before Pearl Harbor, has been set back on its heels. 


And this change is considered doubly significant in that it oc 
curred coincidentally with Soviet Russia’s denunciation of its neu- 
trality treaty with Japan. It was the latter event, it is conjectured, 
that gave Japanese moderates the courage to strike at the army 
leaders. 

Not only is the army’s representation in the new cabinet con- 
fined to the single post of war minister, as against inclusion of four 
navy men, but Adm. Suzuki, while serving as Emperor Hirohito’s 
grand chamberlain, was one of the men the army group tried to 
assassinate in its “blood purge” of February, 1936. 

On the night before the latter event, Adm. Suzuki had been 
among the guests at a dinner party given by the American am- 
bassador, Joseph C. Grew, in honor of Viscount Makota Saito, one 
of the men who died in the purge. 

In his book, “Ten Years in Japan,” Mr. Grew described what 
happened to Suzuki. 

- “The story of Adm. Suzuki should live in history,” the am- 
bassador wrote in his diary. ‘“‘Capt. Amdo, pointing his revolver, 
discussed the situation with him for 10 minutes and when the dis- 
cussion faltered, Suzuki asked: ‘Have you anything more to say?’ 
Amdo replied: ‘No, sir.’ ‘Then shoot,’ said Suzuki, and Amdo fired 
the three shots. One grazed his skull but failed to penetrate the 
brain, one went through the chest and lungs, and the third lodged 
in the leg. The chest wound was the serious one and the admiral 
lost so much blood that only blood transfusions could save his life.” 


Rebuke In light of this history and Suzuki’s great age, vari- 

ously reported from 77 to 80 years, the Emperor's 
choice of him to head the government cannot be construed other- 
wise than as a deliberate rebuke to the militarist extremists. 

In fact, the first change in Japan’s government since beginning 
of the Pacific war, which occurred last July, was considered a 
move, although less definitely so, in this same direction. Gen. Tojo 
then was replaced by another Kwantung army man, Gen. Kuniaki 
Koiso, but linked with the latter as associated premier was Adm. 
Mitsumasa Yonai, who stays on in the present cabinet as naval 
minister. 

When Yonai was named premier in January, 1940, Ambassador 
Grew described him as “the man who put the blocks to the military 
alliance with Germany last spring.” During the Yonai premier- 
ship, Ambassador Grew’s diary talked hopefully of settlement of 
American-Japanese differences, but then came the Nazi blitz of 
Norway, the Low Countries and France. 

On July 2, Mr. Grew wrote: ” 

“The German victories, the collapse of France, and the gen- 
erally predicted defeat of England are having their logical reper- 
cussions here, particularly in the army and of course among the 
extremists and the pro-Axis elements.” 

On July 22, 1940, Yonai handed over the premiership to Count 
Konoye, and the latter appointed the blustering Yosuke Matsuoka 
as foreign minister, for the specific purpose, it afterward appeared, 
of negotiating the Axis alliance with Germany and Italy. 

As early as August 1, 1940, Mr. Grew wrote: 

“A typhoon could hardly have more effectively, wrecked a foun- 
dation than the change of cabinet now appears to have accom- 
plished. The Konoye government gives every indication of going 
hell-bent toward the Axis. ... The German military machine and 
system and their brilliant successes have gone to the Japanese head 
like a strong wine.” 

By the same token, the supreme significance of Japan’s turn 
away from her extreme militarists now is that it is caused by the 
collapse of German resistance, the overwhelming defeats Japan it- 
self is suffering, and finally by Russia’s denunciation of its neu- 
trality pact with Japan. 

The militaristic jag of 1940, which Mr. Grew recorded, has run_ 
its course, and Japan and Germany alike are experiencing the cold- 
est, grayest morning-after dawn in all history. 

Just where the Japs will go from here on is anybody's guess, 
but there is no doubt that the Suzuki cabinet has been formed in 
the hope that it will be able. in some way, to find a way out of 
the war short of complete annihilation of the Japanese nation.

WOLVES IN UNIFORM 


Ward Charges Officers 
With Drinking, Misconduct 


CHICAGO, April 11.—(INS)— 
Montgomery Ward & Company 
charged today that two Army of- 


ficers were intoxicated while in 
charge of two of the mail order 
firm’s seized stores, and that a 
third had attempted to force his 
attentions on women employes. 

The accusations of misconduct 
were made in a letter from Harold 
L. Pearson, company vice presi- 
dent and treasurer, to Maj. Gen. 
Joseph W. Byron, in charge of all 
Ward’s properties taken over by 
the Army. 

Pearson demanded “that appro- 
priate action be taken to protect 
(Ward’s) properties, the morale 
of its employes, the service‘of its 
customers” and the company’s 
“reputation in the communities” 
where it operates stores. 

At one of its west coast stores, 
it was charged, an Army officer 
“was admittedly intoxicated when 


he reported for duty” and “at 9:10 
p. m., which was after business 
hours,” admitted to the premises 
“a girl in civilian clothes . . . not 
an employe of Wards.” 

The next day, the letted charged, 
another officer was left in charge 
of the property “while  intoxi- 
cated.” 

At another store, on the east 
coast, it was alleged, a major at- 
tempted to enter the ladies’ room 
on several occasions and an em- 
ploye of the store had to be posted 
at the entrance regularly. 

The letter cited a sworn state- 
ment by a former employe who 
was quoted as saying the major 
made “passes at many of the fe- 
male store employes” at a store 
party. 

The major also was accused 
of pouring a pitcher of water 
“over the flowered spring hat of 
one of the female store employes” 
attending the party.
